This movement started under God, for 
the accomplishment of religious liberty, 
whereby every man can worship after the 
dictates of his own conscience, and though 
the hosts of darkness were arrayed against 
it, and though it was opposed by Church 
and State they prevailed not, but in spite of 
bitter persecutions and imprisonments it 
overflooded all, and swept on to a grand 
victory! 

Bat when the individual members of this 
congregation neglected the light within 
themselves, und assumed the backward 
luok, silencing the divine voice within each 
soul, and seeking to live by repeating the 
sayings of the past, extracting the rules of 
faith and practice from among the sayings 
of Geo, Fox and the early founders, the 
spirit ceased to move them, and immediately 
death and decline began, and they relapsed 
into dead formalities and professions with- 
out the spirit. When they refused to heed 
the voice of God speaking directly in the 
individual soul, and sought to be governed 
by hearsay revelations received through 
flesh and blood, „ the gates ajar became 
barred against them. Each individual 
should have gone on in the spirit of Christ, 
who said:—'*Ye have heard that it hath 
been said by them of old time * * but I 
gay unto von,“ let each individual speak 
according to the light that God has given 
him, undimmed and unrestrained by the 
sayings of the past. Speaking thus we 
speak as the oracles of God."

of God.“ 

The oracles of God are not written docu- 
ments of the old or modern time,—not 
Hebrew and Greek manuscripts, but the 
living word of God in the living soul of 
man, They are living oracles, and not the 
corrupted, mutilated records of the dead 
past, — written not with ink, but with the 
spirit of the living God, notin tables of 
stone but in fleshly tables of the heart. 
The only constitution framed and written 
by the finger of God is the constitution of 
human nature, and every man carries with 
him a copy of that divine constitution by 
which to test every saying, whether by them 
of old time or modern time, and whatever 
saying is unconstitutional or incompatible 
with his own nature, he has the divine au- 
thority inherent in himself to reject that say- 
ing as false and not of God. Hence the 
oracles of God in the individual mind and 
heart stand prior as authority to all external 
enunciations, verbal revelations, or records 
of sayings of the old time. Individual con- 
sciousness is the highest authority for the 
individual, and personal experience the 
only demonstration. Each individual has 
the power and authority within himself to 
examine and test by experiment every 
truth offered to his mind, and every proposi- 
tion which fails to pass through the crucial 
test of individual examination and ex- 
periment fails before the highest authority 
given under heaven among men. 

Let me repeat, for it should be re- 
membered, that this is the clear teaching of 
Jesus Christ and his specific example. He 
announced trath upon his own authority, 
claiming that it was communicated to his 
own soul directly, and he advised others to 
follow the light within themselves and speak 
accordingly, ‘*We speak what we do 
know and testify to what we have seen.“ 

He set the example, not by repeating for 
proof the old-time sayings, but gave his 
own testimony—'‘'I say unto you.” He did 
not look within old records to find what to 
say, but within his own soul, and there read 
in clear lines the word of God, the eternal 
oracles of truth within by the finger of God, 
He taught that no man should look back- 
ward, but forward: He that looketh back is 
not fit of the kingdom.” And to the Jews 
who looked to past records and traditions for 
guidance in doctrine, he said; „ Why, 
oven of yourselves judge ye not what is 
right?” 

What is the meaning of this language 
but that each should judge of truth by the 
standard within himself? 

And sending disciples into the world to 
preach ** glad tidings,’ he did not provide 
them nor require them to provide them- 
selves with copies of the Old Testament 
Scriptures to guide them in preaching, and 
by which to instruct all nations in the truth; 
nor did he direct them to choose a committee 
among them to prepare a New Testament to 
be their guide and the guide of all subse- 
quent generations, and tarry at Jerusalem 
till that inspired document of infallible au- 
thority was written—no, he never authorized 
them to bind future ages with fixed dog- 
matic statements of Christianity; but he 
did tell them to “tarry at Jerusalem until 
they should be endowed with power from on 
high,” and walt for the promise of the 
Father,“ the power of the Holy Ghost, 
which would qualify them as witnesses of 
the truth of the resurrection and life immor- 
tal. The promise of the Father was the 
spirit of truth, which was ever to abide 
with the true Christian disciple and guide 
him unto all truth. Thus men are inspired, 
not books nor written documents—all men 
generally, some men especially—but those 
books written by inspired men are „ writ- 
ings given by inspiration,” and Paul said 
are ‘*profitable for doctrine, for instruo- 
tion,” ete,, but this does not involve that 
they stand prior as authority to our own ex- 
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perience and individual inspiration.

Theory Number Two Continued, 


I have said that evolution is u suitable 
term to express the doctrine of monism, 
that word implying one world only, and it a 
material one, As the law of evolution con- 
trols the development and growth of all ma. 
terial transformations, I introduced Prof. 
Henckels detinition of the evolution hy- 
pothesis intending its application to the 
materialistic view of **Creation,”’ or the 
originof human existence, With that un. 
derstanding it was appropos, But it must 
not be conceived that evolution applies to 
material changes on/y; for it applies with 
equal fitness to all mental unfoldings, as I 
shall show ere I disiniss my subject. But 
while I admit evolution to be the law goy- 
erning in all the manifestations and trans- 
formations of being, I view it quite differ- 
ently in some important points from what 
the monist sees and defines it. All materi- 
alists are, I presume, evolutionists; but all 
evolutionists are not materialists in the com- 
mon meaning of the term, The great mis- 
take with the materialist in his assumption 
that, ‘All natural phenomena, from the 
planetary movements to human conscious- 
ness, are referable to the mechanics of 
atoms," lies in his further assumption that 
all atoms are of but one class or kind, and 
that kind a material one, It is because of 
this one-sided view taken of nature in her 
primordial atomic state that men became 
materialists, Even such minds as Professors 
Huxley, Tyndall, Heackel, Spencer, Darwin 
and their kith, have been compelled to 
formulate their ‘dirt philosophy —ma- 
terialism—in which it is claimed, Death 
ends all.“ 

Mr, Heackel, in enunciating those words 
— Death ends all, —gave the stab that 
sooner or later will prove fatal to the ma- 
terialist's hypothesis of the origin of our 
being. Man's immortality is now a demon. 
strated fact to millions of intelligent men 
and women; and even if it were not known 
by asingle one, it would be utterly impos- 
sible to show from any known principle of 
logical reasoning how life—a deathless sub. 
stance—could ever evolve from absolute 
death. As well attempt to prove that en- 
tity could evolve from non-entity, as that 
vitality could evolve from that which is non- 
vital. To say that all life is but a mere 
mode of brain motion on the mechanics of 
material atoms, claiming at the same time 
inertia to be the intrinsic nature of matter, 
is wholly absurd. It is nonsense on stilts. 
Nay, it is equivalent to the declaration of a 
lifeless universe, and is a libel upon the 
face of all living nature. But visible it is, 
there is a material world, no doubt, com. 
posed of material atoms, vitalized by a more 
sublimated living substance than has as yet 
illuminated the brain molecules of the mon- 
ist; hence a universe has been evolved, and 
this sublimated living substance called mind 
or spirit is actuating man to an investiga 
tion of its modus operandi. 

Men of thought and inquiring spirit are 
everywhere astir, and the very realms of in- 
visibility are made to open up their portals 
and pour out their long concealed and rich 
treasures to the mental eye of a truth de- 
manding people, 

Mr. Darwin, the English naturalist, gave 
to the world his view of the subject, and so 
fur us his system of thought expresses an 
orderly, regularly progressive plan of de- 
veloping life from the lower to higher, from 
the simpler to the more complex forms of 
being with their corresponding mental po- 
tencles, he did his task well; for certainly 
all living forms have made their appearance 
on earth according to fitness of time and 
conditions, But Mr. Darwin, as I see it, 
made a grand mistake in arriving at his 
final conclusion as to the origin of man, in 
which he asserts his descent from the ani- 
mal kingdom, whose highest development 
of mind is mere instinct; or, using his own 
language, Nan descended from a hairy 
quadruped, furnished with a tail and point. 
ed ears,’ ete, (See Descent of Man.) Such 
un assumption, orinference, itseems to me, 
can only obtain through a misconception of 
the truth in forming the basis out of which 
the anticipated hypothesis is developed. As 
for instance, the assum that all sub- 
stance is one in kind, and it a material one, 
No greater blunder could happen u thi 
mind; and yet it is the very one the mate 
alist has accepted for the foundation of his 
evolution hypothesis, Were such a claim 
demonstrable or even seemingly bable, 
there could be but one law conceived of — 
Fillbrook's law of condensation—by which 
to operate and change the primordial state 
of nature and her (then 2 universal 
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
